TEL AVIV. — “The last in — first 
out" trade union dismissal rule is 
antl-cli, working for veterans and 
against immigrants at work places, 
Independent Liberal Histadrut head 
Zvi Wolf said at a party meeting 
here yesterday. 

He deplored the blanket approach 
over dismissals, which takes only se- 
alority inte account, ignoring talent, 
merit, training, skills and hard 
work. It kept even the most slo- 
venly veteran workers on the job, 
he said, and should be reviewed in 
keeping with the demands of chang~ 
ing times. 

The ILP union leader also said 
that automatic promotion in public 
services and the absence of suffi- 
cient encouragement for promotion 
as a result of hard work discoura- 
ges any effort on the job. “Those 
seeking to improve output and pro- 
ductivity should mot mouth slo- 
gang, but do something to make a 
real difference in the promotion 
prospects of the man who really 
tries, the sloppy worker and the 
time-server," Wolf said. 

He attacked the system of special 
payments for non-absenteeism, re- 
garding it as a negative motivation 
to work, “as if absenteeism were 
part of the work norm.” <Absen- 
teeism could be tackled by changing 
taxes, providing proper services to 
workers, opening public offices and 
shops in hours after work, he said. 
“It is time the ‘after me’ norm 
that prevails in the army was 
adopted in work places,” he urged.

RISHON LEZION. — Police Minis- 
ter Shiome Hillel said yesterday 
that, even if Kissinger brings back 
a sliver of hope of settlement with 
Egypt, we still have to be prepared 
in case Syria does not agree. And 


even if both Syria and Egypt agree they 


to peace moves, then we have to 
be prepared for an increase in ter- 
rorist activity. 

Terror is being supported by the 
whole world: murderers receive 
arms from Russia, money from the 
Arabs, and standing ovations at 
the United Nations. 

“We must be prepared on the 
home front. This can be helped by 
enlarging the Civil Guard. We must 
be ready to face a difficult period 
on ali fronta: economic, social and 
security,” Mr. Hillel said. 

He was speaking at a meeting 
of Rishon Lezion Civil Guard volun- 
teers. 

The Commander of Civil Defence, 


Mula Cohen, noted that Rishon Le- 
zion is the cradle of Jewish self- 
defence. He said Rishon could be 
in the forefront of cities with a 
large Civil Guard.

NEW YORK (JTA). — Soviet

Andrei Sedich, editor of the Rus- 
sian language newspaper “Novoye 
Russkoye Slovo,” suggested that the 
Soviet authorities are deliberately 
selecting writers and professionals 
to receive exit visas because they 
know these people will have a par~ 
ticularly hard time adjusting. 

“They know that professionals, 
writers, teachers, educators, poets 
and doctors who do not speak Eng~ 
sh will have a very difficult time 
getting work within their profes- 
sions, They are creating an army of 
unhappy people,” according to Se- 
Kaufman reported. 

Jerry Adler, writing in the “News” 
magazine, noted that until 18 months 
ago, virtually all Jews leaving the 
Soviet Union went to Israel, but 
by the end of 1974 “the number 
seeking to go elsewhere had risen 
to 80 per cent of the total.”

The common participation in 
the Geneva Conference will constitute the first mutual official recognition. 

6. The participants of the symposium call upon the champions of peace in 
Israel to rally in order to rebuff the assault of the Land of Israel Move- 
ment; avoid the dangers of a new war, and gecure peace and life. 

7. The symposium energetically demands that the Israeli government, free

DAMASCUS. — U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger will fly to 
Ankara voday, taking 24 hours off 
from his Middle Bast peace shuttle, 
to try to get talks gcing again be- 
tween Greece and Turkey on the 
future of Cyprus. 

The announcement of his first 
change in plans came as Kissinger 
wags leaving Egypt for Syria yes- 
terday on his way to Israel. 

U.S. officials said the aim of the 
trip will be to speed up a resump- 
tion of the talks between the Gretk 
and Turkish communities on the 
island — broken off since early 
February — and eventually between 
Greece and Turkey themselves. 

Kissinger is assisting in the 
search for a “forum” for talks 
between leaders of the Greek Cyp- 
riot and Turkish Cypriot communi- 
ties. American officials who have 
all but ruled ovt Nicosia, prefer 
New York or Vienna. 

Ig the Secretary of State can 
work out a schedule, he intends to 
meet again with Greek Foretgn Mi- 
nister Dimitrios Bitsios. Their meet- 
ing in Brussels on Friday led to 
Kissinger's current involvement in 
the Cyprus negotiations. 

In Ankara he will meet with Tur- 
Kish President Fahri Koroturk, Pre- 
mier Sadi Irmak, Foreign Minister 
Melih Esenbel, Army commander 
Dhami Sancar and others.
